Koepke said the Pasadena com- 
munity-wide rent level jumped as 
much in six weeks as it did in three 
months at Houston, Tex,, and in 
five months at Jacksonville, Fla. 


Following the Pasadena City 
Council's decontrol vote of last 
Dec. 15, the average rent increase, 
he said, was 39 percent. It would 
have been a lot higher, he added, 
had not most of the tenants al- 
ready been paying as much as 58 
percent: above ceiling -to landlords 
who for six years “flouted the rent 
control law. i 


NO VACANCIES 


Decision to decontrol rents here 
followed a landlord survey that al- 
legedly showed a sizable percent- 
age of vacancies, but Pettengill's 
survey, Koepke said, turned up not 
a single vacancy. 

The area rent director reported 
earlier that in Beverly Hills, an- 
other suburb, rents were decontrol- 
ed last Dec. 7, and promptly soared 
as much as $165 a month in three 
weeks despite a pledge by the local 
Property Owners Assn. that “ents 
definitely will not skyrocket.” 


Meanwhile decontrol in Los An- 
geles, for which the suburban ma- 
neuvers are generally regarded as

cause the mine union’s con-* - 
stitution forbids outright do- . 
nations, and the practice is 
to let such loans “ride.” 
Reuther, incidentally, is 
collecting about $700,600 a 
week in ‘he UAW through 
a dollar assesment, to the 
maximum of the nine weeks 
allowed constitutionally un- 
til the next convention..

is spent on the actual needs of Chrysler strikers. 
Could it be that Reuther is hopeful of saving .

The CIO leaders, from all indications, pon- 
dered the Lewis proposal quite seriously because 
it posed a fundamental problem for them. That 
it came to them from 4a labor leader who is as 
conservative ideologically as they are made the 
problem all the more difficult for them, In pro- 
jecting it a day after he signed the new coal 
contract which set a mark for a 19-cent hourly 
raise, Lewis put the CIO leaders effectively on

IN EFFECT, Murray and Reuther had to
